Double Dog 
Trail open 


The next new trail, Dou- 
ble Dog, in the Boyne For- 
est Trail System on the 
Boyne City property in 
Evangeline Township is 
open. Easiest access is 
from the brand new 60- 
space parking lot on Old 
Horton Bay Rd. From the 
parking lot, follow the 
gravel access road in the 
Northeast corner up to the 
tree line and the start of 
the trail. 

This trail was built pro- 
fessionally by Flowtrack 
Mountain Bike Trails and 
is a Beginner / Intermedi- 
ate level trail that enters 
and exits the narrow west 
corridor of the property, 
on the North and South 
side of a two track access 
road. This trail is designed 
as an experienced beginner 
to intermediate trail expe- 
rience that will provide a 
constantly reversing grade 
and moderate sinuosity. 
The trail tread is well-de- 
fined by a narrow finished 
bench cut on hillsides and 
narrow corridor on flatter 
ground. The trail has na- 
tive or non-native rock in- 
stalled in the trail tread, 
along with Flowtrack Steel- 
track steel frame / wood 
decking features. Further 
complementing this trail 
are soil features including 
larger rollers, natural 
jumps, and insloped (berm 
turns). 

Double Dog follows the 
daily-directional system: 
M-W-Th-Sat = Clockwise 
riding; Sun-Tu-F = 
Counter-clockwise. You 
can connect to the rest of 
the Boyne Forest Trails via 
anew, TOMMBA-built trail 
called Thing 2 which con- 
nects to Hog Wild in 2 
places. The southern 1/2 of 
Thing 2 is still under con- 
struction but will be com- 
pleted in the next few 
weeks. Please respect 
any/all "Trail Closed" 
signs. 

Since this a very newly 
constructed trail, please 
take it easy on the corners 
and berms. As the trail ma- 
tures and compacts, these 
will definitely firm up.

and Probation Violation 


In the 38rd Circuit Court 
today, Edwin Lee Sarasin, 56, 
Charlevoix, was sentenced to 
serve 38 to 60 months in 
prison on a charge of receiv- 
ing and concealing stolen 
property $1000 or more but 
less than $20,000. 

Sarasin had pleaded guilty 
on March 23 and was origi- 
nally sentenced on April 26. 
At that time, he was placed 
on 18 months of probation 
and was given credit for 359 
days served. 


Central Lake Man Sent to Prison for Assault 


Judge Roy C. Hayes ITI sen- 
tenced a Central Lake man to 
serve 38 to 120 months in 
prison for what the judge 
termed a “brutal, unpro- 
voked assault” on a 
Charlevoix woman last sum- 
mer. 

Landon Scott Barrett, 24, 
was convicted on assault with 
intent to commit great bodily 
harm less than murder in the 
3rd Circuit Court following a 
two-day jury trial on June 22. 

In imposing sentence, the 
judge outlined the evidence 
against Barrett, saying he 
found the victim’s trial testi- 
mony compelling and credi- 
ble. At trial she described the 
defendant intentionally lead- 
ing her to a secluded, unfa- 
miliar location near Mt. 
McSauba in Charlevoix 
Township late at night then 
striking her over 40 times 
during a vicious assault on 
June 17, 2020. 

The victim who eventually 
fought her way loose from the 


On May 15, police were 
called to Ferry Beach where 
Sarasin was found highly in- 
toxicated, having damaged 
property in the public bath- 
room and creating a public 
disturbance. Sarasin was 
found guilty of a probation 
violation and was re-sen- 
tenced. 

In the original case, 
Sarasin was found outside of 
a condominium in the City of 
Charlevoix together with 
many personal items stolen 


defendant, according to the 
judge, was understandably 
fearful that she would be 
killed or raped. 

The victim spoke very pow- 
erfully at the sentencing, say- 
ing that an act of kindness, of 
offering to give the defendant 
a ride home, had forever 
changed her life. She spoke of 
how the attack continues to 
affect and haunt her. She said 
that she was convinced the 
defendant was attempting to 
either kill her or to knock her 
out so that he could rape her. 

The Charlevoix County 
Prosecuting Attorney’s Office 
initially charged Barrett with 
assault with intent to commit 
criminal sexual conduct, and 
that charge was also bound 
over to the 38rd Circuit 
Court, but Hayes granted a 
defense motion to dismiss 
that charge, finding there was 
insufficient evidence to show 
the offense was for a sexual 
purpose. 

The prosecution sought re-

“Tam so grateful for the 
bravery of the survivor of 
this brutal and senseless at- 
tack,” Charlevoix County 
Prosecuting Attorney Allen 
Telgenhof said. “She was a 
fighter on that night, fighting 
for her life and her survival, 
and she was a fighter in the 
courtroom at trial, having the 
courage to testify against this 
person who terrorized her.”

Lansing, Mich. — Gover- 
nor Gretchen Whitmer today 
signed the School Aid budget 
into law in the presence of 
students, educators, and 
school administrators at 
Kentwood Public Schools. 
The signing of House Bill 
4411 marks a historical mo- 
ment for the state by reach- 
ing the goal of eliminating 
the funding gap between dis- 
tricts at the minimum and 
maximum foundation al- 
lowances, as set forth by Pro- 
posal A of 1994. The bill 
finalizes the fiscal year 2022 
School Aid budget, which to- 
tals $17.1 billion including 
$85.4 million from the state’s 
general fund, and provides 
cost adjustments and supple- 
mental funding for the cur- 
rent 2021 year. 

“As we look to the next 
school year and beyond, we 
know that every student de- 
serves to be funded at the 
same level to ensure an equal 
opportunity to succeed, and I 
am proud to say that we are 
able to do that today,” said 
Governor Whitmer. “The 
funding provided to our 
schools today marks the end 
of a 27-year journey to close 
the gap between our districts. 
This equalized funding will 
improve the quality of educa- 
tional opportunities for 
schools and students across 
the state and set a solid foun- 
dation for which to build our 
future.” 

The budget includes $723 
million to eliminate the gap 
between the minimum and 
maximum foundation al- 
lowance by setting both at 
$8,700 per pupil, an increase 
of $589 per pupil from the 
current year minimum 
amount and an increase of 
$171 per pupil from the cur- 
rent year target amount. In 
addition, intermediate school 
districts receive a 4% opera- 
tional funding increase. 

“The pandemic has high- 
lighted many differences for 
students across the state, 
from technology to infra- 
structure,” said Michigan 
Teacher of the Year Owen 
Bondono. “All students de- 
serve access to high quality 
teaching, resources, and edu- 
cational spaces, and this 
budget helps ensure an effec- 
tive education no matter 
where you live and attend 
school.” 

The FY 2022 School Aid 
budget also increases access 
to early education through 
the Great Start Readiness 
Program, which provides 
preschool to families at or 
below 250 percent of the fed- 
eral poverty level. The new 
investment includes $121 mil- 
lion in federal funding and 
$47.5 million from the School 
Aid Fund, for a total invest-

our children,” said State Su- 
perintendent Dr. Michael 
Rice. “Additionally, this 
budget improves school fund- 
ing adequacy, part of the 
eighth goal of the state’s Top 
10 strategic education plan in 
a state that has profoundly 
underfunded public educa- 
tion for the last two decades. 


Finally, this budget provides 
more funding for student 
mental health, part of the 
third goal of the state’s Top 
10 strategic education plan.” 

In addition to closing the 
gap and increasing access to 
preschool programing, the 
2022 School Aid Budget 
makes strategic investments 
in the follow: 

The budget recog- 
nizes the need for addi- 
tional school counselors, 
psychologists, nurses, and 
social workers by provid- 
ing $240 million over 3 
years for additional hir- 
ings in high-need dis- 
tricts. After 3 years, these 
new hires are fully 
funded in an ongoing 
manner by the district. 

The mental health 
of our students continues 
to be a top priority. This 
budget provides an in- 
crease of $17 million to 
support school-based 
mental health program- 
ming which will help en- 
sure our students have 
access to the resources 
they need to live happy 
and healthy lives. 

Additional invest- 
ments for Special Educa- 
tion in the amount of 
$74.2 million will ensure 
our students and educa- 
tors can excel in the class- 
room. 

The budget also 
provides funds for stu- 
dents who need them the 
most through a weighted

¢ Offer children a balanced 
lifestyle full of what children 
NEED, not just what they 
WANT. Don't be afraid to say 
"no" to your children if what 
they want is not what they 
need. 

¢ Provide nutritious food 
and limit junk food. 

¢ Spend at least one hour a 
day outdoors doing activities 
such as: cycling, walking, 
fishing, bird / insect watch- 
ing 

¢ Enjoy a daily family din- 
ner without smartphones or 
distracting technology. 

- Play board games as a 
family or if children are very 
small for board games, get 
carried away by their inter- 
ests and allow them to rule in 
the game 

¢ Involve your children in 
some homework or house- 
hold chores according to 


distributes education dol- 
lars more equitably: 

Maintains funding 
for economically disad- 
vantaged and adds $1.5 
million for dental screen- 
ings. 

Supports for Eng- 
lish Language Learners 
are increased by 4% and 
proration of funding is 
eliminated with an invest- 
ment of $12.2 million. 

Small, rural, and 
isolated districts receive a 
$1.4 million increase, 
bringing total added fund- 
ing to $8.4 million.

their age (folding clothes, or- 
dering toys, hanging clothes, 
unpacking food, setting the 
table, feeding the dog etc.) 

¢ Implement a consistent 
sleep routine to ensure your 
child gets enough sleep. The 
schedules will be even more 
important for school-age chil- 
dren. 

¢ Teach responsibility and 
independence. Do not over- 
protect them against all frus- 
tration or mistakes.

"boredom", since boredom is 
the moment when creativity 
awakens. Do not feel respon- 
sible for always keeping chil- 
dren entertained. 

* Do not use technology as 
a cure for boredom, nor offer

¢ Connect emotionally - 
smile, hug, kiss, tickle, read, 


crease per-pupil funding and 
ensure every school district 
across Michigan will receive 
the same amount in mini- 
mum per-pupil foundation al- 
lowance funding from the 
state. I’m happy we've finally 
been able to reach this mile- 
stone that levels the playing 
field for all Michigan stu- 
dents.”

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Health department continues to focus on oe with lower COVID-19 vaccination rates 


The number of residents 16 
and older vaccinated against 
COVID-19 in the four-county 
jurisdiction of the Health De- 
partment of Northwest 
Michigan is strong, yet cer- 
tain “pockets” of counties are 
lagging in vaccination rate. 
Health department staff con- 
tinue to make reaching out to 
these communities a top pri- 
ority. 

“At their invitation, we are 
scheduling pop-up clinics at 
festivals, farmer markets, art 
festivals, and downtown busi- 
nesses to reach residents and 
visitors,” said Lisa Peacock, 
Health Officer. “Sometimes it 
may be only a handful or a 
dozen people vaccinated at 
these small clinics, but we 
look at it as we’ve given a 
shot of protection to another 
person or family,” she said, 
noting the vaccine has been 
approved for anyone 12 and 
older. 


Community members are 
invited to suggest locations 
for health department staff to 
host pop up clinics in their 
area. 

Currently, 63.6% of all resi- 
dents 16 and older in Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Emmet and Ot- 
sego counties have received 
one dose of the COVID-19 
vaccine. Just over 60% of that 
same age group have com- 
pleted the series - meaning 
they have received two doses 
of the vaccine (Pfizer and 
Moderna are a two-dose vac- 
cine while J&J is one-dose). 
And some areas of the region 
have a whopping 90%-plus of 
their residents covered! 

Unfortunately, some areas 
of the region are lagging and 
those are the where the 
health department continues 
to focus its efforts on boost- 
ing vaccination rates. The ac- 
companying map and key 
from the University of Michi- 
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to focus on the areas with 
lower vaccination rates, as 
denoted by the light pink on 
the Lighthouse COVID-19 
data map, in addition to offer- 
ing clinics at all health de- 
partment office locations. 


All area residents and visi- 
tors 12 and older are welcome 
at any of the health depart- 
ment clinics offering the 
Pfizer vaccine and have the 
option of scheduling an ap- 
pointment ahead of time or 
simply walking in. Parent 
consent is required for mi- 
nors. Anyone may call 800- 
432-4121 if they have 
questions or are not able to 
find a time or date that works 
for them and/or their child. 
Clinics offer client choice of 
Pfizer, Moderna or J&J un- 
less otherwise noted. Upcom- 
ing clinics include:

Common loons are one of 
the most mysterious animals 
we have in the Wolverine 
State. To unravel some of the 
mystery, here are some fasci- 
nating, fabulous, and funny 
facts about those beautiful, 
bewitching, and boisterous 
birds: 


The Name Game: The sci- 
entific name of the common 
loon is Gavia immer. Gavia 
is a Latin term meaning 
‘seabird’ and immer is from 
the Latin “immerses” which 
translates to ‘submerged’. 
Another moniker for these 
birds is Great Northern 
Diver, which acknowledges 
their amazing underwater 
skills. There are five species 
of Gavia worldwide, all 
living above the equator, 
with the common loon being 
by far the most frequent 
inhabitant of the Mitten 
State. A close relative, the 
red-throated loon, makes an 
occasional appearance in 
our area and can be 
identified by its burnt 
orange hued triangular 
throat patch, and small, 
narrow head. 


Great Divers Indeed: When 
pursuing fish, a common 
loon can dart down to 200 
foot-depths! They torpedo 
through the water with 
powerful thrusts of webbed 
feet and have solid bones 
which make them less 
buoyant than hollow-boned 
ducks. This skeleton 
contributes to common loons 
being the heaviest of the 
Gavia species as they may 
tip the scales at over 13 
pounds. Further, loons can 
spend an amazing eight 
minutes underwater, and 
rarely come to the surface 
without an aquatic animal 
in their beak. 


Not So Ducky: Common 
loons resemble ducks in 
shape and behavior except 
for a very pointed bill that 
helps them to spear their 
prey and feet located further 
back on the body. They sport 
mostly black plumage witha 
grid-like pattern of white 
spots across the wings, a 
thick black necklace, smooth 
head, small ruby colored 
eyes, and a white underbelly. 
There is no sexual 
dimorphism as male and 
female loons look similar to 
one another except males 
are sometimes slightly 
larger. The common loon’s 
feathers change 
dramatically between the 
breeding and non-breeding 
seasons. As a matter of fact, 
you probably wouldn’t 
recognize the understated 
non-breeding version with 
its drab brown body and 
white face and neck. 


Still Not Too Common: 
Although population 
numbers appear to be rising 
slightly, common loons still 
carry the conservation 
status of threatened in the 
Great Lakes State. 
Threatened species are 
defined as those that may 
become endangered if 
conservation efforts are not 
increased. Indeed, in 
Michigan it is estimated that 
we have only 500-700 nesting 
pairs of loons. Please do not 
disturb them by getting too 
close, especially when they

are nesting. 


Loon Rangers: To monitor 
populations, Michigan has 
an ongoing Natural Features 
Study on these birds and 
specially assigned citizens 
are known as Loon Rangers! 
Can I get a, “High-Ho-Silver, 
Away!” for them? 


Loquacious Loons: Loons 
emit some of the most dis- 
tinctive and recognizable 
calls of all North American 
wildlife, and feature a vari- 
ety of vocalizations. In fact, 
they produce four distinct 
calls (wail, yodel, hoot, and 
tremolo). The iconic wail is 
associated most with loons, 
and is a prolonged, haunting 
bellow that is used to signal 
their whereabouts to far- 
away mates. The yodel is an 
undulating shriek uttered by 
males only and means, “stay 
out of my territory!”. The 
hoot is used to occasionally 
signal nearby family mem- 
bers. Finally, the tremolo, 
is a cackling sound uttered 
when they feel threatened. 


Summer Love: Loons gen- 


erally mate for life but will 
take another partner if 
one dies. In Michigan 
loons usually arrive in 
April and begin preparing 
their nest in May. Nests are 
constructed of contoured 
marsh vegetation in shel- 
tered areas and the clutch 
size is one or two large 
brown eggs with black 
splotches. Males and fe- 
males take turns incubat- 
ing the eggs which hatch 
in 26-29 days. The adorable, 
fully-feathered, brownish 
gray puffballs begin swim- 
ming within hours of 
hatching. 


Thanks for the Ride, 
Mom! One of the most 
unusual behaviors of 
common loons is that the 
chicks ride on their parents’ 
backs. Two reasons for this 
piggy-back behavior are that 
it keeps the chicks warm 
and decreases predation 
from underwater hunters 
like snapping turtles and 
northern pike, and 
terrestrial predators like 
mink and fox. During the 
first week after hatching a 
chick may spend up to 50% 


of its time getting 
chauffeured with a sharp 
decline of back-riding 
thereafter. However, we have 
observed chicks over half 
the size of the parent 
sneaking a lift if they can 
get away with it! 


Bye, Bye Baby: It’s quite 
ironic, however, that such 
nurturing parents often 
leave their chicks “in the 
dust” near the end of their 
first summer of existence. 
During September the loon 
parents fly off to separate 
parts of the country-usu- 
ally the warmer areas of 
the Atlantic Ocean or Gulf 
of Mexico-with nary a 
thought for what might 
happen to the now three- 
month old chicks. The 
good news is that the 
youngsters, who have 
grown like weeds and are 
now almost the size of the 
parents, instinctively 
know to fly for warmer 
climes as well. 


Long-in-the-Tooth Loons: 
As bird species go loons 
live a relatively long life. 


Indeed, Michigan boasts 
the oldest known loon pair 
in the world! The couple, 
named “ABJ” and “Fe,” 
have nested in the U.P.’s 
Seney National Wildlife 
Refuge since 1997. Having 
been banded much earlier, 
the male, “ABuJ,” is 34- 
years-old while “Fe,” the 
female, reaches a remark- 
able 35-years-old this sum- 
mer! Close eyes are kept on 
this couple as each year 
Michigan conservationists 
celebrate their return. It’s 
estimated that this dy- 
namic duo has produced 
up to 40 “Yooper” loon 
chicks over their lifetime! 


Piscatorial Palette: Loons 
have a somewhat specialized 
diet including gobbling up 
crayfish and aquatic insects 
but definitely consume more 
fish than anything else. 
While teaching them how to 
hunt, parents feed the chicks 
for many weeks of their 
young lives. 


Like a Drunken Sailor: 
Because their legs are fur- 
ther back than any other 
type of water bird, loons 


have a distinct disadvan- 
tage on land. They are in- 
capable of walking upright 
and instead stagger and 
crawl on their bellies until 
they can reach water 
again. That explains why 
loons nest on vegetation 
very close to the water’s 
edge in case they have to 
make a quick getaway in 
the presence of predators. 
Therefore, Gavia species 
spend their entire lives pad- 
dling, fishing, and loving, in 
the water. Their weight, 
however, makes it difficult 
for them to take flight and 
the birds often have to franti- 
cally run on the water’s sur- 
face for up to 600 yards to 
accomplish that feat. Ac- 
cordingly, you won’t find 
loons nesting in small bodies 
of water. 


Flying Phenom’s: Once air- 
borne, loons can fly up to 75 
miles per hour and can 
amass hundreds of miles of 
flying distance without rest! 


Ever-Changing Eyes: 
Interestingly, the common 
loons’ eye color changes 
dramatically from a dull 
gray during winter toa 
piercing crimson in spring 
and summer. Ornithologists 
hypothesize that this may be 
for attracting mates or for 
better underwater vision in 
fresh water. 


Looney Tunes: Although 
the popular cartoon bor- 
rowed their name for the se- 
ries, a loon character never 
appeared. Instead, a rabbit, 
duck, pig, cat, parakeet, and 
even a bumbling hunter 
graced the screen with 
names like Bugs, Daffy, 
Porky, Sylvester, Tweety, and 
Elmer. The goal was to, of 
course, have the viewer, 
“laughing like a loon!” 


Legendary Loon 
Literature: A delightful 
children’s book was written 
and illustrated by Michigan 
artists Kathy-jo Wargin and 
Gijsbert van 
Frankenhuyzen, 
respectively. It’s titled, “The 
Legend of the Loon” witha 
theme of a grandmother’s 
love for her grandchildren. 
It was published by popular 
Michigan-based book 
creators Sleeping Bear Press 
(sleepingbearpress.com). 


An Avian Accident: A 
funny story comes our way 
from our Canadian cousins 
up north (but aren’t most 
stories humorous from those 
crazy Canucks?). Seems that 
their beloved dollar coin that 
was first minted in 1986, and 
sports a loon picture on the 
tails-side, was never meant 
to be. The initial intent for 
these coins, affectionately 
known as “loonies,” was to 
have two voyagers in a canoe 
opposite Queen Elizabeth’s’ 
face. But the die for that 
design went missing at the 
last minute and the mint 
decided to slap on a picture 
of aloon instead. Today, 
many people—particularly 
hockey players—consider 
loonies to be good luck. 


Those are some common 
loon characteristics about 
these not so common 
creatures. With good fortune 
you'll encounter one or more 
this summer on the 
wonderful waters of the 
Wolverine State!

With the days leading up to 
the Consumers Energy AuS- 
able River Canoe Marathon 
counting down, things are 
about to get quite exciting for 
the racers, feeders and spec- 
tators. Although it of course 
can also be a stressful time 
for the event’s organizers. 
The 120 mile long race that 
spans the river from down- 
town Grayling to downtown 
Oscoda, requires quite the 
amount of work behind the 
scenes. 

“It is definitely crunch 
time,” Ryan Matthews, one of 
the many event organizers 
said. “It is definitely stressful 
with 12 months of prep work, 
it all comes down to this 
week to try and put on a fun 
and safe event. There’s lots of 
coordination to be done and 
still lots of set up. There’s 
hundreds of volunteers that 
come out of the woodwork 
this week to put on this event 
and it’s really quite mar- 
velous.” 

After not having the race 
in 2020 due to the COVID-19 
pandemic, 83 two-man teams 
are expected to make up the 
field; down from 90 in 2019. 
The race begins on Saturday 
in Grayling at 9 p.m., in a Le- 
Mans-style footrace where 
competitors carry their ca- 
noes four blocks to the river, 
near the Old AuSable Fly 
Shop. Teams frantically put 
their canoes in the water 
there, then head for Oscoda, 
where they expect to reach 
14-to-19 hours and six 
portages later. The race con- 
cludes at Finish Line Park, 
near the AuSable Inn. 

The two-time defending 
champions, Andrew Triebold 
and Steve Lajoie are not in 
the race, and the field is miss- 
ing several Canadian pad- 
dlers due to border 
restrictions amidst the pan- 
demic. 

Wes Dean, 26, of Grayling, 
and Weston Willoughby, 30, 
Traverse City, a former

Grayling resident could be fa- 
vorites, as they have won 
both the Curley Memorial 
and Spike’s Challenge in re- 
cent weeks. 

“The field is really wide 
open, Wes and Weston are 
definitely the favorites at this 
point but statistically there 
are seven teams that could 
win,” Matthews said. 

Dean agrees that their re- 
cent wins puts them in the 
mix. 

“T would say that realisti- 
cally, we are one of the con- 
tenders,” he said. “I am 
confident that we have the 
potential to contend but there 
are several other good teams 
out there that have similar 
potential. (Winning the Cur- 
ley and Spike’s) is a good 
sign, it boosts your confi- 
dence and lets you know that 
you are moving the boat good 
at the right time of year. We 
just want to run a smooth 
race and hopefully every- 
thing goes good and we’ll just 
try to be mentally tough the 
whole way.” 

Of course Dean and 
Willoughby will have their 


work cut out for them, witha 
field full of talented paddlers. 

“With the pace the top two 
teams had (Sunday at the 
Spikes), if they were to go 
that hard the whole race, 
they may have a group or two 
behind them that is inching 
up if they burn themselves 
out too early,” Matthews said. 
“Other teams to watch out for 
are Brett Stockton and Ryan 
Halstead, both former cham- 
pions. Mike Davis and Shane 
MacDowell are one of the 
fastest pairings this year as 
well. Ben and Mike Schlim- 
mer, both of New York (will 
contend), Ben has many sec- 
ond place finishes. Pete Mead 
and Carson Burmeister, they 
showed at the Spikes that if 
one of the front boats falter, 
they will be right there to 
scoop it up. Chris Issendorf 
and Logan Myner are an- 
other; Chris has been the 
fastest paddler in the second 
half of the marathon in re- 
cent years, he doesn’t seem to 
fade.” 

The end result could bea 
marathon or the ages. 

“Tt is shaping up to be one 
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of the most exciting in a long 
time,” Matthews said. “The 
anticipation is the highest 
I’ve seen in a long time, just 
because everyone is eager to 
get to racing or see some rac- 
ing. It is a wide open field and 
we might even see our first 
all-Michigan champion since 
2007, which is a big deal.” 

Stockton, a former 
Grayling resident is a 9-time 
marathon champion and Jeff 
Kolka, 62, of Grayling, an- 
other 9-time winner both re- 
turn to the race after taking 
large amounts of time off 
from the event. 

“Jeff last raced in 2005, 
when he won, he is racing 
with his niece Naomi and she 
is probably one of the few 
that would have gotten him 
out of retirement,” Matthews 
said. “It is exciting to see him 
racing again, even though he 
isn’t getting any younger, he 
is still a very fast paddler 
even in his 60s. 

“Brett hasn’t raced since 
1992, he went out on top with 
a win in his last race and said 
he was done at the time and 
would never race again,” 


Matthews added. “(His part- 
ner) Ryan Halstead (84, 
Grayling) must have really 
convinced him. Brett is one 
of the best all time, Jeff is one 
of the best all time and it is 
really exciting and will be re- 
ally interesting to see how 
they finish after a hiatus.” 

In the Weekly Choice cov- 
erage area, there will be 
about 40 paddlers in the 
event. 

One of those is Steve Wat- 
son, 49, of Onaway who en- 
ters for the 12th time. Watson 
and teammate Patrick Mad- 
den, 41, of Scotia, NY had 
good showings in both the 
Curley and Spike’s, taking 
sixth and seventh place. 

“T think we’ve had some 
pretty good results this year,” 
Watson, who’s best finish was 
sixth in 2018 said. “There is 
nothing easy about it, but in 
the end we have had some 
good races, so we must be 
doing something right. 
Patrick isn’t from around 
here, so we don’t get to train 
a whole lot but we usually do 
pretty good together.” 

Watson and Madden also

raced together in 2018, and 
narrowly missed out break- 
ing the 15-hour mark. 

“We missed sub-15 by 13 
seconds, that is really hard to 
accept,” he said. “I’ve had 
some really good finishes, but 
I’ve never broken 15 hours. 
We have pretty high water 
and hopefully that will be 
something we can accom- 
plish. The whole experience 
is kind of nerve-wrecking. 
You train over the year for an 
event and you hope every- 
thing works out well. My 
mindset is to just get back out 
there, get into the flow of 
things and let the race un- 
fold.” 

Kyle Stonehouse, 27, of 
Grayling finished sixth in the 
2019 marathon, and hopes to 
remain near the top of the 
pack this year, with team- 
mate Kyle Mynar, 36, of 
Spring Branch, TX. The duo 
placed fourth in both the Cur- 
ley and Spike’s. 

“We're excited, my partner 
has been in Michigan for 
awhile now so we have been 
getting to train a lot,” he said. 
“We are going into it hoping 
for a top-10 and we are ex- 
cited going into this week- 
end.” 

While Stonehouse’s canoe 
racing career has taken off in 
recent years, he admits that 
he is still probably on the out- 
side looking in when it comes 
to championship contention. 

“T would love to say that I 
could be in the conversation 
for getting the crown this 
year, but we are not going to 
be within that realm, there 
are some faster boats,” he 
said. “Wes Dean and Weston 
Willoughby are my favorite to 
win it all, lam just hoping 
that I can get in the top-10 
and I would love to exceed 
my finish from 2019 and 
break the top-five barrier. It 
seems like we have the speed 
for it, but who knows. I would 
be happy just to have a good 
night; we are just looking to 
have fun and enjoy it.” 
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Legislation to strengthen Michigan manufacturing 


LANSING - Today, Gover- 
nor Whitmer signed Senate 
Bill 501, which allows work- 
ers temporarily laid off due to 
a manufacturing shutdown to 
continue to receive unem- 
ployment benefits without 
looking for a new job. Under 
current law, workers laid off 
more than 45 days ago are not 
eligible for a work search 
waiver. SB 501 recognizes 
that, in the manufacturing 
context, certain events trig- 
gering a temporary layoff like 
an equipment retooling, a 
parts shortage, or a tempo- 


rary production volume ad- 
justment, can last more than 
45 days. 

“Manufacturing workers 
are the backbone of Michi- 
gan’s economy,” said Gover- 
nor Whitmer. “This bill will 
help Michigan come back to 
work stronger than ever by 
ensuring that skilled manu- 
facturing workers can stick 
with their employers during 
a temporary 
manufacturing shutdown, su 
ch as the shutdown caused by 
the global chip shortage.

IT have a question about 
self-banking with whole 
term life insurance. The way 
I understand it, you can ac- 
crue a cash balance, borrow 
against it, and then pay in- 
terest to yourself. Is this 
worth it, or should I stay 
away from it and continue 
using a bank?

Dear Kunal, 

Actually, it’s a whole life 
policy, not a term policy. And 
it’s an absolute scam. 

Basically, with whole life 
you pay about 20 times more 
for the same amount of in- 


viduals to register for 
work through a Michigan 
Works agency.

My advice is to stay away 
from the company that’s of- 
fering it and anything else 
they have. It’s a really bad 
product, and it’s a scummy 
way to sell whole life insur- 
ance—which is an awful 
product to begin with. No 
one, except for folks in that 
business, believes in it or 
talks positively about it any- 


estate. 

If you’ve taken the time to 
educate yourself on the local 
market and are diligent in 
hiring a professional agent, 
and are willing to listen to 
her, you can get a lot closer to 
the magic number. But you 
are setting yourself up for 
disaster if you don’t do your 
homework and go with what 
you “feel” your house is 
worth. Worse yet, is inter- 
viewing agents and choosing 
one solely because she says 
she can get you more than 
what the other agents think 
the house will sell for. 

These are some of the most 
common mistakes sellers 
make when setting a price: 

Price based on need 

What you want to make 
from selling your home 
means absolutely nothing to 
buyers or the marketplace.

Story of Smokey Bear and forest fires began with an orphaned cub in 1950

One spring day in 1950, in 
the Capitan Mountains of 
New Mexico, an operator in 
one of the fire towers spotted 
smoke and called the location 
in to the nearest ranger sta- 
tion. The first crew discov- 
ered a major wildfire 
sweeping along the ground 
between the trees, driven by 
a strong wind. Word spread 
rapidly, and more crews re- 
ported to help. Forest 
rangers, local crews from 
New Mexico and Texas, and 
the New Mexico State Game 
Department set out to gain 
control of the raging wildfire. 

As the crew battled to con- 
tain the blaze, they received a 
report of a lone bear cub 
seen wandering near the fire 
line. They hoped that the 
mother bear would return for 
him. Soon, about 30 of the 
firefighters were caught di- 
rectly in the path of the fire 
storm. They survived by 
lying face down on a rock- 
slide for over an hour as the 
fire burned past them. 

Nearby, the little cub had 
not fared as well. He took 
refuge in a tree that became 


completely charred, escaping 
with his life but also badly 
burned paws and hind legs. 
The crew removed the cub 
from the tree, and a rancher 
among the crew agreed to 
take him home. A New Mex- 
ico Department of Game and 
Fish ranger heard about the 
cub when he returned to the 
fire camp. He drove to the 
rancher’s home to help get 
the cub on a plane to Santa 
Fe, where his burns were 
treated and bandaged. 

News about the little bear 
spread swiftly throughout 
New Mexico. Soon, the 
United Press and Associated 
Press broadcast his story na- 
tionwide, and many people 
wrote and called, asking 
about the cub’s recovery. The 
state game warden wrote to 
the chief of the Forest Serv- 
ice, offering to present the 
cub to the agency as long as 
the cub would be dedicated to 
a conservation and wildfire 
prevention publicity pro- 
gram. The cub was soon on 
his way to the National Zoo 
in Washington, D.C., becom- 
ing the living symbol of

Smokey received numer- 
ous gifts of honey and so 
many letters he had to have 
his own zip code. He re- 
mained at the zoo until his 
death in 1976, when he was 
returned to his home to be 
buried at the Smokey Bear 
Historical Park in Capitan, 
New Mexico, where he con- 
tinues to be a wildfire preven- 
tion legend. 

In 1952, Steve Nelson and 


Jack Rollins wrote the popu- 
lar anthem that would 
launch a continuous debate 
about Smokey’s name. To 
maintain the rhythm of the 
song, they added “the” be- 
tween “Smokey” and “Bear.” 
Due to the song’s popularity, 
Smokey Bear has been called 
“Smokey the Bear” by many 
adoring fans, but, in actual- 
ity, his name never changed. 
He’s still Smokey Bear.

AN ORDINANCE PURSUANT TO ACT 256 OF THE PUBLIC ACTS OF 
2011, AS AMENDED, AND PURSUANT TO ACT 246 OF THE PUBLIC 
ACTS OF 1945, AS AMENDED, TO PROHIBIT THE IGNITION, 
DISCHARGE, AND USE OF CONSUMER FIREWORKS WITHIN THE 
TOWNSHIP ON DAYS OTHER THAN THE DAY PRECEDING, THE DAY 
OF, OR THE DAY AFTERA NATIONAL HOLIDAY, TO PROHIBIT THE 
IGNITION, DISCHARGE, AND USE OF CONSUMER FIREWORKS 
WITHIN THE TOWNSHIP BETWEEN 1 A.M. AND 8 A.M. ON THE DAY 
PRECEDING, THE DAY OF, OR THE DAY AFTER A NATIONAL 
HOLIDAY, AND TO PROVIDE PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS THEREOF 


THE TOWNSHIP OF WILSON ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Findings. 


The Wilson Township Board makes the following findings: Public Act 246 of 1945 (MCL 
41.181, et seq.) authorizes Wilson Township to enact ordinances that regulate the public 
health, safety and general welfare of persons and property. Public Act 256 of 2011, as 
amended (MCL 28.451, et seq.) authorizes Wilson Township to enact an ordinance regu- 
lating the ignition, discharge, and use of consumer fireworks. The Wilson Township Board 
hereby finds that an ordinance prohibiting the ignition, discharge, and use of consumer 
fireworks, to the extent allowed by Public Act 256 of 2011, as amended, is in the interest 
of public health, safety and general welfare of persons and property within Wilson Town- 


ship. 
Section 2. Title. 


This Ordinance shall be known as the Wilson Township Consumer Fireworks Ordinance. 


Section 3. Definitions. 


This Ordinance shall be interpreted in accordance with the definitions included in Public 
Act 256 of 2011, as amended, and as interpreted by the Michigan Courts. 


Section 4. Prohibited Acts. 


The ignition, discharge, and use of Consumer Fireworks in Wilson Township is prohibited 
at all times except for the day preceding, the day of, or the day after a National Holiday. 
National Holidays include: New Year’s Day, Martin Luther King Day, 

Inauguration Day, Washington’s Birthday (President’s Day), Memorial Day, 
Independence Day, Labor Day, Columbus Day, Veterans Day, Thanksgiving Day, and 
Christmas. On these days the ignition, discharge, and use of Consumer Fireworks is pro- 
hibited between 1:00 A.M. until 8:00 A.M. 
Section 5. Penalty/Civil Infraction. 


(a). 


Any person who violates any provision of this Ordinance shall be responsible for 


a municipal civil infraction as defined in Public Act 12 of 1994, amending Public 
Act 236 of 1961, being Sections 600.101-600.9939 of Michigan Compiled Laws, 
and shall be subject to a fine of not more than Five Hundred and 00/100 

($500.00) Dollars. Each day this Ordinance is violated shall be considered as a 


separate violation. 


Any Person who refuses to abate a fireworks violation upon the demand of an 
authorized local enforcement officer, interferes with the officer’s complaint of a 
noise disturbance is guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by a maximum of 90 


days in jail and/or a fine of $500.00 plus court costs. 


Section 6. Enforcement. 


Any Township Zoning Official and the Charlevoix County Sheriff and his deputies are au- 
thorized as local enforcement officers of the Ordinance. 


Section 7. Nuisance. 


A violation of this Ordinance is hereby declared to be a public nuisance or a nuisance per 
se and is declared to be offensive to the public health, safety, and welfare. 


Section 8. Injunctive Relief. 


In addition to enforcing this Ordinance through the use of a municipal civil infraction pro- 
ceeding, the Township may initiate proceedings in the Circuit Court to abate or eliminate 


the nuisance per se or any other violation of this Ordinance. 


Section 9. Severability. 


If any section, provision or clause of this Ordinance or the application thereof to any per- 
son or circumstances is held invalid, such invalidity shall not affect any remaining portions 
or application of this Ordinance, which can be given effect without the invalid portion or 


application. 


Section 10. Effective Date. 


This Ordinance shall become effective thirty (30) days after being published in a newspa- 
per of general circulation within the Township.
